Certainly in Newark, if not in every urban area, Early Learning Centers are 
recognized as one of the keys to life-long learning. 


To level the proverbial playing field, urban area children need and deserve 
the same advantages as the suburban area children. Because of his strong 
belief in this fact, Msgr. Linder is planning to build three more Centers in 
addition to the NCC Community Hills Early Learning Center which opened 
in March 2001. NCC Centers’ programs will provide the community with 
high quality, age-appropriate education and care programs.
